THE  FIRST  GREEK  COINS 
WITH  A REGAL  PORTRAIT 

The  "he  goat"  Alexander  was  in 
height  0f  his  conquests  when  he 
died  in  Babylon  in  323  B.C.  His 
several  chief  officers  began  batt- 
ling for  important  places.  Conquest 
and  confusion  continued  for  about  a 
quarter  of  a century  — fierce 
juggleries  for  kingships  over  the 
dominions  of  Alexander  ! 

Antigonus,  one  of  the  chief  as- 
pirants, was  slain  at  the  famous 
battle  of  Ipsus  in  Phrygia;  then 
there  followed  a period  in  which 
four  were  somewhat  settled  down  in 
their  coveted  places — the  "four 
notable  ones."  (Dan.  8:8)  They  were 
Lysimachus,  Thrace 
Seleucus  I,  Syria  and  east 
of  it. 

Ptolemy  I,  Egypt 
Cassander,  Macedonia  and 
west  of  it. 

Even  while  Alexander  was  living, 
Egypt  had  begun  calling  him  Zeus 
Ammon,  which  meant  the  Egyptian 
Zeus.  This,  no  doubt,  had  consi- 
derable effect  in  emboldening 
Lysimachus  to  risk  the  displeasure 
of  the  gods  and  usurp  their  places 
on  Greek  gold  staters  and  silver 
tetradrachms,  with  a portrait  of 
his  illustrious  predecessor 
Alexander. 

Those  coins  of  Lysimachus  are 
handsome  pieces.  Alexander  is  on 
the  obverse,  wearing  his  ram' s horn- 
symbol  of  strength,  power  and  au- 
thority. The  reverse  has  Athena 
seated;  she  is  wearing  here  crested 
helmet;  in  her  right  hand  is  the 
winged  Nike,  goddess  of  Victory, 
bearing  a wreath  for  some  victor. 
Leaning  against  Athen's  chair  is  a 
large  shield.  On  some  of  the  out- 
puts that  shield  is  ornamented  with 
a lion's  head. 

These  Lysimachus  pieces  are  out- 
standing in  the  history  of  coinage, 
because  they  are  known  to  have  been 
the  first  Greek  coins  to  bear  a 
regal  image.  (See  ENCYCLOPEDIA 
BSITTANICA,  11th  Ed.,  Vol.  XIX, 
p.  872,  last  paragraph) 

After  these  coins  of  Lysimachus 
appeared,  the  placing  of  portraits 
of  sovereigns  on  the  obverse  of 
coins  became  a common  practice. 

This  king  of  Thrace,  Lysimachus, 
one  of  the  "four  notable  ones," 
was  killed  in  battle  in  28l  B.C.

The  Lexington-Concord  half-dollar 
is  officially  known  as  the  Patriot 
half-dollar.  It  is  doubtful  if  a 
better  selection  could  have  been 
made  for  a coin  than  these  two  de- 
signs of  a Concord  Minute  Man  and 
the  old  belfry  at  Lexington,  but 
made  from  a sculptor ' s model,  it 
lacks  the  sharp,  clear-cut  lines 
and  lettering  of  the  earlier  coins. 

162,099  were  coined,  86  reported 
as  returned  and  melted,  leaving 
162,013  outstanding,  which  sold  at 
one  dollar  each.

THE  FIRST  COIN  WITH  A 

PORTRAIT  OF  A LIVING  RULER 

Ptolemy,  who  was  a general  in 
Alexander  the  Great's  army,  took 
over  the  regency  of  Egypt  in  323 
B.C.  He  served  in  that  capacity 
for  Alexander  IV,  a son  born  to 
Roxana,  wife  of  Alexander  the  Great* 
after  that  sovereign's  death.  But 
when  Alexander  IV  and  his  mother 
were  killed  in  305  B.C.,  Ptolemy, 
became  Ptolemy  I (Soter),  king  of 
Egypt,  and  his  reign  extended  to 
285  when  he  abdicated  to  his  son, 
Philadelphus . Ptolemy  Soter  lived 
only  two  years  after  his  abdication. 
The  name  Soter  means  preserver. 

When  Egypt  fell  to  the  lot  of 
this  general  in  Alexander's  army, 
he  did  not  begin  reaching  out  for 
territory  with  anything  like  the 
avidity  of  the  grasping  Seleucus 
of  Syria.  Indeed,  after  a few 
military  defeats,  he  seemed  to  rea- 
lize something  of  the  futility  of 
war.  for  he  turned  his  attention  to

ritory.  Egypt  benefitted  by  it  for 
many  generations.  He  founded  the 
library  at  Alexandria,  a city  that 
had  been  founded  by  Alexander  the 
Great,  and  he  entertained  at  his 
court  the  greatest  scientists, 
writers  and  artists  of  the  then 
known  world. 

On  becoming  king  of  Efeypt, 

Ptolemy  I placed  his  own  portrait 
on  his  silver  stater,  and  this  coin 
has  the  remarkable  fame  in  coinage 
of  being  the  first  coin  to  bear 
the  head  of  a living  ruler.  On  its 
reverse  is  an  eagle,  standing  on  a 
thunderbolt.  The  eagle  on  any  coir, 
is  a symbol  of  strength,  power  and 
far-seeing.

WHEN  SOLAR  WORSHIP  WENT  NUMISMATIC 

It  seemed  that  the  only  permanent 
way  for  some  ancient  rulers  of  put- 
ting themselves  into  the  sun  and 
keeping  there  lay  in  the  issuance  of 


not  backward  in  basking  in  the  sun- 
light of  immortality  on  the  faces 
of  good,  hard  cash. 

The  coins  of  Antiochus  IV,  sover- 
eign of  Syria,  176  years  before 
Christ,  have  a radiated  crown  in- 
stead of  the  usual  fillet  or  bande- 
let. The  crown  of  rays  was  assumed 
by  kings  who  took  the  title  of 
epiphanes  or  gods,  who  manifested 
themselves  to  mortals.  The  radia- 
ted crown  originated  in  the  solar 
worship  of  the  East,  and  was  bor- 
rowed by  the  rulers  of  the  West. 

The  influences  tending  to  the  in- 
crease of  the  solar  worship  became 
still  stronger  after  the  reign  of 
Hadrian.  The  original  emblem  of  the 
Roman  emperors  was  the  laurel  or  bay 
leaf  of  victory,  and  it  was  the  poli- 
cy of  Augustus  and  his  first  succes- 
sors to  avoid  all  titles  and  symbols 
which  savored  of  royalty.  If  a 
radiated  crown  was  alloted  them,  it 
was  after  their  death  as  gods,  not 
sovereigns.  Nero  is  said  to  have 
been  the  first  to  assume  it  in  his 
lifetime . 

The  coins  of  Caligula  bore  it,  but 
only  by  those  struck  in  Greek  cities 
On  some  coins  of  Salonina,  the  wife 
of  Gallienus,  her  bust  is  represent- 
ed on  a figure  of  the  crescent  moon, 
a real  indication  of  the  Oriental 
worship  of  the  sun  and  moon.  The 
first  head  of  an  empress  placed  in 
this  way  is  that  of  Julia  Donvia, 
the  second  wife  of  Septimius  Severus. 
and  granddaughter  of  Heliogabalus, 
the  high  priest  of  the  sun.  Valeria 
the  daughter  of  Diocletian  and  wife 
of  Maxi mi  anus,  is  the  last  empress 
on  whose  coins  this  pecularity 
appears. 

It  was  due  mainly  to  flattery  that 
the  radiated  crown  extended  into 
Italy  to  living  emperors.  Gallienus 
wore  it  in  public.  Through  research 
we  discover  that  after  the  time  of 
Constantine  we  do  not  find  the  figure 
of  the  sun  on  coins,  and  that  the 
radiated  crown  was  replaced  by  a 
diadem  of  gems.  - Clarence  Fink
